Others have a different image of a perfect wife that "includes" other ideal 
qualities besides the above list, like being highly educated, active, stylish, 
presentable and working full time while taking care of her husband, children 
and in laws!

It causes a 
lot of hurt and pain to the people who are "expected" to conform to a certain 
standard and who do not fit into the fixed parameters of conventional 
thinking. 

I am not sure if you all will agree with how I think but I would definitely wish 
that you give a thought to what I have expressed here and check yourself if 
you too have high expectations from anyone in your life or you judge others 
somewhat harshly according to strict standards that suit your own 
upbringing?
